Although 309, ©00 square feet el aaahle apace will 
have to to eaeriliced, toe building near pro peaed will provide space 
tor all el atr employ*** who are «ew henaed hi temporary tntitoga, 
tone permitting toe evacuation el that apace so that Its demolition 
will to peaeibl* hi accordance with Government plana tor urban re- 
newal in tor district el Columbia, and *» required by to* act author- 
icing our building. The total number el build Inge occupied by the 
Agency would to ceneiderably reduced, with resultant benefit*. 
Finally, any further delay, in addition to perpetuating esteeaaive 
operating coart*, may occasion an appreciable further increase in 
construction casta, thereby farther reducing the space that could to 
provided with the toads available. Our architects have planned the 
building so that addition* can to made without difficulty ii and when 


ttoas, heating, air conditioning and other facilities toll be constructed 
so as to accommodate a larger building torn we would to able to con- 
struct under our present authorisation and appropriation request. 

Under this procedure, we can foresee no waste or needless expense 
If a later decision I* mad* to enlarge the buildtag.
